BERLIN— (fl>)—Franz Kruckenbcrg's 


"Zeppelin on wheels" Monday better- 
ed by four minutes the regular Luf- 
thansa passenger plane time between 
Hamburg and Spandau, on the out- 
skirts of Berlin. 


A commercial airplane, which took 


off from Hamburg at the same time 
to follow the progress of the strange 
new rail speedster, was behind most of 
the time but overtook the flying "Zep- 
pelin on wheels" when it slowed down 
at the end of the journey. 


Kruckenbere left Hamburg at 3:27 


a. m. and negotiated the 160-mile 
stretch in an hour and 36 minutes. 
His highest speed was 230 kilometers 
(about 143 miles) an hour. 


The inventor said his care was cap- 


able of even greater speed but today's 
test was to demonstrate what such 9 
propeller-driven coach can do when 
following a regular time table.
